Mr. Whitney -was questioned regard- 


Ing the statements made to him by Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook in Greenland. 
He 


said Cook arrived at.Annotok in April 
oi- this year and declared that he had 
reached the north pole a year before. 
-He pledged.Whitney, however, not to 
tell Commander Peary, who was to be 
Informed only that Cook had gone fur- 
ther north than Peary's previous rec- 
ord, .87 degrees, six minutes. Continu- 
ing, Dr. Cook told Whitney that he 
had accomplished all he expected to, 
»nd more besides, and that he was 
through with the northern country. 
Did Not Tell Peary Cook Found Pole. 


Whitney did not communicate the 


latter part of tils statement to Com- 
mander Peary. Continuing, Mr. Whit- 
ney said that .Dr. Cook had complained 
to. him of Peary's taking over his house 
and stores, but declared that he had 
suffered no unfairness. 
Peary's stew- 


ard. Wm, Pritchard, was present when 
these statements were made. 
Lik< 


Mr. Whitney, he was pledged to se- 
crecy by Dr. Cook: Murphy, Peary's 
boatswain, who was in charge of the 
stores, -was absent at Etah on this day 
and did not hear Dr. Cook's communi- 
cations. 


There were two houses on the Green- 


land shore, one at Annotok, holding 
' Cook's stores, and another at Etah 
holding Peary's stores. 
The thre? 


•white men, Whitney, 
Murphy 
and 


Pritchard, 
sometimes 
occupied one 


and sometimes the other of these' 
houses. 


Written Instructions from Peary. 
Murphy 
was 
in charge of both 


houses- 
He is -not able to read or 


write. 
He had written instructions 


from Peary which Whitney, at Peary's 
request, read over to him from time to 
time. 
These instructions were very 


striking-. 
They directed Murphy to 


use Cook's stores first and Peary's af- 
terward. 
Murphy was told in them 


that he was to give Dr. Cook every 
help if-he came.along In a needy con- 
dition and furthermore the instructions 
implied that Murphy was to reorganize 
an expedition to search for Dr. Cook, 
but according- to Mr. Whitney this part 
of this instructions was worded very 
ambiguously. Mr. Whitney said' that 
Cook had ..a copy of these instructions 
and would doubtless make them pub- 
lic. 
Murphy treated Cook very civilly 


and Cook suffered no discourtesy. 


Cook Left Sledgo Behind. 


\ 
When Dr.-Cook and his Eskimos ar- 


' 
rived at the house they had no sledge. 
Being too tired to drasr it over the 
rough ice, they had left it twenty 
from Etah. 
The following day some 


nther Eskimos went out recovered 
sledge and brought it in. On it were 
Dr. Cook's instruments, clothes- anc 
food. 


After spending two days at Annotok. 


where Cook first met Whitney. Cool; 
started for Etah. 
Whitney .accom- 


panied him. Cook remained for three 
days at Etah. organizing for his trip 
south to XJpernavlk. 


The doctor had fisrured out rightly 


the date that he would likely get to 
TTpernavik and when tho Dujvlcc whal- 
ers or the Danish store ships would 
reach there and he arsued he had no 
time to lose. He piajincd originally v. 
take <wo Eskimos and two sledges, bu 
one Eskimo fell sicX" and this made i: 
necessary for b!m to cut down the lug- 


he could take with h!m south. 


Took Instrument^ No Written Records 


He consequently -asked Whitney to 


take charge of the Instruments with 
which, he had made hla observations at 
the pole. 'There were three cases,, one 
containing a sextant, another an art:-. 
fleial horizon, and the third an instr.u- 
ment which Mr. Whitney said he could 
not recall. 
It possibly might have 


aeen a chronometer. 


Cook left no written records with 


Whitney that Whitney is aware of. 
There may have been some records, 
however, in the other boxes in which 
~ook packed his clothes and his per- 
sonal effects. But Cook did not tell 
Whitney especially that he was leav- 
ing any written records with him. Mr. 
Whitney was very positive about this. 


After Cook departed for the south, 


Whitney resumed his hunting. 
He 


took over Cook's two Eskimos Etuk- 
ishuls and Arwalay, to show him the 
country where Cook had . shot musk- 
oxen. This the two men did, and Whit- 
ney bagged all the oxen he could carry 
out in his sledges. He said he found 
these two Eskimos to be 'quite satis- 
factory in subordinate capacities, but. 
•he knows nothing of their value in a' 
dash across the polar sea. 
Peary Tried to Pump Cook's Eskimos 


Continuing Mr. Whitney said that 


last month when Peary, on • board the 
Roosevelt, reached Etah from the north 
after 
his winter's work 
there, he 


(Whitney) informed him of Dr. Cook's 
arrival In April, adding that Cook had 
told him (Whitney) to tell Peary that 
Cook had gone beyond Peary's farthest 
north. 
Peary made no comment on 


this, and Whitney said he was not 
asked any other questions by Peary. 


But the next day Cook's Eskimos 


:ame to Whitney and asked him what 
'eary's men were trying to get them 
o say. Peary's men had shown the 
Eskimos papers and maps, but the 
Eskimos declared they, did not under- 
stand these papers. 
So far as Mr. 


Whitney is aware Cook's 
Eskimos 


never admitted that while with the 
doctor they had progressed only two 
'sleeps" from land. 


Peary Barred Cook's Property. 


The day the Roosevelt was leaving 


3tah 
for home, Whitney' informed 


Peary that Cook- had entrusted to him 
certain belongings to bring .home on 
the vessel that was coming up for 
Whitney but as this ship had not ar- 
rived Whitney was at a loss what to 
do with this property, 


Peary declined to permit Dr. Cook's 


belongings- to be brought aboard tho 
Roosevelt and he put Whitney, on his 
honor not to Include anything belong- 
ing to Dr. Cook In his own luggage. 
Whitney thereupon went ashore from 
the Roosevelt, separated Dr.' Cook's 
property from his own baggage and 
with the aid of Captain Robert Bart- 
lett. commander of the 
Roosevelt 


whom he had asked to help him, re- 
packed Cook's property in • boxes. 


Stored Property in Cave, 


After this had been done Whitney 


and Bartlett cached all Cook's prop- 
erty in a cave In the rocks. They 
built up the cave securely with stones 
and turf arrd left it and tho property 
in charge of one of Dr. Cook's Eski- 
mos. 
There was nowhere else to put 


Dr. Cook's property, as Peary's house 
had been dismantled and his stores 
given to his Eskimos, and ail the ma- 
terial and stores in Cook's house at 
Annotok had been destroyed. It may 
be remarked 'in pa-slnp. Mr. Whltney 
went on. that ten years ago Peary did 
with the "explorer. Srerdnip. -who was

HE WILL ASK FOR 


NEW LEGISLATION 


Gives Praise to Forester 


Pinchot in Speech at 


Spokane, Wash. 


Spokane, . Wash., 
Sept 28.—In a 


speech on the conservation of natural 
resources delivered hero today Presi- 
dent Taft declared' that he would afclc 
congress .to authorize the issuance of 
510,000,000 in bonds to complete irriga- 
tion projects already begun in the west 
and on which work had been stopped 
for lack of funds. 


"This has. been the hope of many set- 


tlers in the arid 
regions 
who had 


taken up lands In expectation of pro- 
curing a supply of water to make them 
fertile and the president's declaration 
was enthusiastlcajly cheered. 


The president declared 
that many 


newspapers had drawn unfair infer- 
ences as to the attitude of his admin- 
istration on the. general conservation 
of natural resources. 


Pledged to Roosevelt Policies. 


"The truth Is," he said, "my admin- 


istration is' pledged to follow out tho 
policies of Mr. Roosevelt in this regard 
and while that pledge'does not Involve 
me in any. obligation- to carry them 
out unless I have congressional author- 
ity to do so, it does require that I take 
every step to exert every legitimate In- 
fluence upon congress 
to enact 
tho 


legislation which shall best subserve 
the purpose indicated." 


The .president declared that Secre- 


tary of the Interior Ballinger is In ac- 
cord with him as to the necessity for 
promoting in every legitimate way the 
conservation of natural resources. The 
president also has praise for 
Chief 


Forester Gifford Pinchot and refers to 
his "wonderful work for tho conserva- 
tion of- the forests, supported by Mr 
Roosevelt"

Petitions to which about 400 baseball 


patrons had attached • their signatures 
were presented late this afternoon to 
Owner Claude H. Vnrnell, of the Fort 
Wayne team, asking him to make Curt 
Elston manager for next year.

and give the petition all the considera- 
tion possible under the circumstances.

the Hudson-Fulton

It 
comprises Central park west and Fifth 
avenue, extending almost in a straight 
line, with a slight elbow at Fifty-ninth 
street, from One Hundred and 'Tenth 
street "to Fourth street at the, foot of 
Washington square. The celebration 
committee has attempted to illustrate 
the periods of American history made 
famous by the achievements of Henry 
Hudson and Robert Fulton. 


Tho day opened with a drizzling rain, 


but this stopped before 8 o'clock. 


Although there was a chance that 


Wilbur Wright and Glenn H. Curtiss 
might make brief

flights over 


Governor's island, the sightseers were 
too occupied with the street sights to 
occupy the battery as they did yester- 


a>'- 
. 
It had been announced that if the 


aviators flew at all their most spectac- 
ular efforts would not occur until to- 
morrow. For the same reason com- 
paratively little interest was shown in 
the New York-Albany balloon race. As 
a high northwest wind still prevailed 
there seemed little chance that the di- 
rigible balloons would rise. 


The Supreme Effort. 


Today's pageant really represented 


the supreme effort of the commission. 
For several months three hundred art- 
ists, carpenters and papier macho ma- 
nipulators have been at work prepar- 
ing the wood and plaster figures which 
today decorated the fifty-four floats in 
the procession. 
Nearly twenty thou- 


sand men, women and children, most 
of them in costume, representing even- 
national and patriotic society in the 
city, posed as historic personages on 
-these floats or marched between and 
beside them. 
The cost of tho whole 


spectacle was §300,000. 


The guests of the commission and 


the city numbered several thousand. 
The former occupied an immense stand 
in front of the new public library at 
Fifth avenue, Fortieth nnd Forty-sec- 
ond streets. This was the reviewing 
stand.

terest at all times in politics."

served by executive 
order 
contain 


about 16,000,000 acres of land in the. 
United States proper. All.of this land 
is now under the direct control of the 
forestry bureau 
and is being pre- . 


served from fire and from other de- 
struction and is being treated in ac- 
cordance, with "the best modern meth- 
ods ot treating forests under the su- 
pervision ot Mr.' Pinchot, the chief 
forester, and the head of the bureau of 
forestry in the department of. agri- 
culture.

Bash, of this city, is the chairman of 
the committee named by tho National 
Hay association to lead, tho fight for 
the reduction, and tho progress of the 
case will be watched with marked In- 
terest by growers and dealers In a 
wide area. Mr. Bash has just boon 
advised that Special Examiner Smith 
will hear the testimony and it is ex- 
pected the work will occupy several 
days.

mander Robert E. Peary,, accompanied 
)y;his wife, reached here last night 
rom Portland and within half an hour 
was • in conference with Gen. Thomas 
•t.Hubbard, president of the , Peary 
Arctic club, concerning the statement 
which soon will be made public by 
Commander Peary to support his con- 
:ehtion that Dr. Frederick A. Cook did 
not. reach the pole. The conference 
was still in progress late last night. 


"There is nothing to say just now," 


said Gen._Hubbard last night. 
"Com- 


mander Peary is here and we are look- 
ng over the -data he has on the Cook 
controversy, but there Is no statement 
to be made at this time. 


."No date has been set for the meet- 
ing of: the officers of the Peary Arctic 
club, and I shall not determine that 


was in Dr. Cook's stuff, except six fox 
skins, a narwhal horn, and some other 
trophies. I could not see why I should 
have carried the stuff when Cook could 
have taken It. If Dr. Cook's stuff was 
of such importance why didn't Whitney 
go back In the Jeanie and get it? 


"I saw Dr. Cook's sledge at Etah and 


looked It over carefully, -while Prof. 
McMillan held up Cook's snow shoes 
and showed them to me. But I didn't 
examine the snowshoes carefully." 


Reverting to Dr. Cook's things, he 


continued: 
"I imagine 
Dr. 
Cook's 


stuff was made up. of superfluous in- 
struments: After Whitney had put the 
stuff ashore I told the Eskimos .to leave 
it alone. 


Eskimos Make Him Doubt Cook.'. 


"On my return from the pole I saw 


all the Eskimos and talked with them. 
After what-1 heard I would not credit 
Cook's claims. 
The letter 
that in- 


formed me that Dr: Cook had claimed 
the pole was 
from a whaler, Capt. 


Adams, and not Walker, as has been 
stated. The letter was dated June 17 
and I received it at Cape York." 


"What _proo£ would you require of 


until my return to New 
York next 


week." 


The conference was continued today, 


and late in the day Commander Peary 
probably will return to Eaglo island. 
It generally is' believed that he and 
Gen. 
Hubbard will go to New York to- 


gether.

Peary Reviews His Evidence. 


From what can l>e learned of the 


conference last night. Peary went over 
ever}' phase of his 
alleged 
evidence 


against Dr. Cook, dating from the tirno 
the Brooklyn explorer began his prep- 
arations to go north, more than two 
years ago, and until after Peary's in- 
terviews with .Dr. Cook's Eskimos at 
Etah. Gen. Hubbard has been arrang- 
ing this material in order as persona! 
counsel for Peaty. 


There was a largo crowd 
at 
the 


steamboat 
landing, notwithstanding 


the Inclement weather, to give Com- 
mander Peary and his wife a hearty 
welcome. 


During the trip to Bar Harbor. Peary 


spoke frequently of Harry Whitney. 


"There 
might 
have 
been 
some 


strange reasons why Whitney did not 
go back to Elah in the .Teiinic for Dr. 
Cook's stuff." he ssid. "I cannot un- 
derstand how anyone could let such 
records get out of his hands. I would 
not give my records to my 
dearest 


relative. I soy again. I don't sec how 


an. explorer that he 
had 
been 
far 


north?" Pears' was asked. 


"That if a man went to the highest 


point that had been reached before he 
should'bring back the records he found 
there," said Commander Peary. 


"You will note -that Cook's route to 


the pole was 107 miles longer each way 
than mine. The people can make their 
own deductions whether Dr. Cook, with 
his equipment, could have made such 
a journey. 


"Dr. Cook says he went from latitude 


78% to 90 degrees'and back to 7G de- 
grees altogether, just twenty-five and 
one-half degrees. Then think .that the 
host previous record made by any ex- 
plorer was a total of eleven degrees. 


"I cannot say whether the extra 107 


miles each way that Cook says lie trav- 
eled would have kept ,me away from 
the pole. 
It might, and it might not 


have: the difficulty in arctic travel as 
you proceed north increases not in 
arithmetical but in geometrical pro- 
gression." 


If I had not met Mr..Whitney I should 
have taken them on the sledge with 
me to Upernavlk. 


"As to the incident of the American 


flag, which I had hoisted temporarily 
at the pole and then brought back to 
EUih with me, I gave it to Mr. Whit- 
ney on his special request He had it 
in his private trunk when he went on 
board the Roosevelt, but he was not, 
according to his own statement, per- 
mitted to bring it with him. He was ! 
compelled to take It out of the trunk 
and" bury'it." 


Will Not Condemn Peary Yet. 


•Asked what he thought of Pea.ry'3 


action, Dr. Cook said: 


1 "I prefer to wait. If Peary had been 
in need of anything at Etab be could 
have had everything of mine. I gave 
Mr. Whitney instructions to turn over 
any of my things to Peary or any 
white man who required them, and 
when he came away to give them to 
my Eskimos." 


On the question of equipment, Dr. 


Cook was emphatic that he possessed 
all that was necessary. 
The state- 


ment that the condition of his boots 
would show whether he had been to 
the pole brought the following reply. 


"We -used Eskimo sealskin kamiks. 


When the first pairs were worn out we 
gave them to the dogs to eat when we 
reached Jones sound, and there made 
new ones. 
They also were worn out 


and we made others, with which we re- 
turned to Etah. 
When we arrived 


there 
the 
boots ere 
comparatively 


new. 


"We built our own sledges at Anno- 


tok. 
One of my sledges was given to 


Mr. Whitney." 


When the subject of his relations 


with Peary was touched upon, "Dr. Cook 
said: 


"I never have had any trouble with 


Lieut. Peary, and onnnol. explain his 
attitude. I expect to meet him when 
he returns, lint whether 1 shall go to 
see him or whether ho will come to me 
I cannot say. 
1 am prepared to 


given at Copenhagen, was described 
last night in full. The frame, Dr. Cook 
said, 
formed a. port of one of 
the 


sledges, and the canvas covering did 
duty as a tent when not in use on the 
water. 


Says Some Pictures are Old. 


The lantern slides with which the 


lecture was illustrated, Dr. Cook was 
careful to explain, were taken, some 
of them, by John R. Bradley, his back- 
er, in the early stage of the journey, 
and still others on previous expedi- 
tions, but all the northernmost pic- 
tures were of his own taking. 
They 


added conviction to his descriptions ot 
the surprising smoothness o£ the ice. 
His first sight of the sun in April—a 
date which some astronomers have 
said should have been earlier—he ex- 
plained, was delayed by the mists 
which obscured the horizon at that 
time for almost a week. 


In giving credit to those explorers 


who have preceded him, Dr. Cook 
omitted

Peary, which on previous occasions he 
always has included.

Picturesque Feature of the 


Hudson-Fulton Fete in 


New York. 


New York, Sept. 2S.—American his- 


tory In visible form passed in review- 
today before the eyes of more than a 
million spectators that linad the route 
of the first Hudson-Fulton land pa- 
geant from the upper end of Central 
park in Washington square. 
Thou- 


sands of dollars and months of effort 
were spent to make this parade of 54 
floats an accurate reproduction of thr 
life In New York state from legendary 
Indian times that • preceded the first 
settlement, to the first voyage of the 
Clermont. In 1807. 


The line of parade had to be select- 


ed with great care because ot the 
great size of the floats, which are said 
to be the largest and most elaborate 
ever exhibited. They vary In dimen- 
sions from 20 to' 40 feet high, 52 feet 
long and fourteen feet wide. 
They 


could not pass under the elevated rail- 
road, and even the electric decora- 
tions of the court ot honor and review- 
Ing stands on Fifth avenue, opposite 
the new public library, had to be 
changed at the last moment to accomo- 
date them. 


History is Summarized. 


The four main divisions summar- 


ized the history of the country. First 
came the Indian period, with floats de- 
pleting the five nations with their to- 
tems, the legend ot Hiawatha, the first 
Sachem of the Iroquols, clothed In 
hissing snakes, and then a succession 
of .alleogories. 


The Dutch period followed, with 


floats • representing the discovery of 
the Hudson river; the fate of Henry 
Hudson, who was set adrift by bin 
mutinous crew in Hudson's bay In 
1611, 
and never recovered; the recep- 


tion to Peter Stuyvesant, most fam- 
ous of the Dutch governor generals; 
the first ship built on Manhattan Is- 
land, and other matters of like typical 
significance. 
All Impersonations 
In 


this division are by the United Hol- 
land societies. 


The Colonial Period. 


The third division, colonial, was 


treated with greater amplitude than 
any of the others. Twenty-one floats, 
depicted as many scenes and legends, 
from the reception of Schuyler'a In- 
dians to the pursuit of Ichcabad Crane 
by the headless horseman of Sleepy 
Hollow. 
Impersonations and escorts 


were by the English societies, repre- 
senting British rule, at the front; the 
Society of the Colonial "Wars, the 
Junior Order of American Mechanics, 
the Patriotic Order of Sons of America-, 
the United Irish societies, the Sons of 
the Revolution, the American Conti- 
nentals, Lineal Descendants of Panld- 
ing and Van "Wart, the oaptora of An- 
dre, the Order of the Cincinnati, and 
a host of lesser organizations. 


Last came the modern period, led by 


the title car "United States;" but even 
here the general tone was retrospec- 
tive. 
A float representing: the first 


Erie canal boat, a reproduction of a 
hand engine; in use-before the Intro- 
duction of croton water, and another of 
an old Broadway sleigh, before the 
'days of subways, trolleys, elevated or 
even horse 'cars, were typical. 


The historical parade will he re- 


peated in Brooklyn on Friday, October 
1.

PREDICTS NEW EARTHQUAKES. 


•merican ScientUt Thinks Sicily Will 


be Shaken Again. 


Messina, Sept. 28.—Frank A. Ferret, 


he American volcanologist. who ar- 
ived here yesterday, believes from his 
clentlflc deductions that this part of 
llclly again will be the scene of sels- 
nic disturbances, ilr. Ferret said: 


"Wednesday. Sept. 29, is the dale 


nost favorable for earthquakes or 
ruptlons. At that time the sun, earth 
.nd moon are in line with each other, 
nd the inoon also is at its nearest ap- 
iroach to the earth. 


"This combination occurs frequently, 


ending to produce gravitational dls- 
ortiou of the earth's form—namely; to 
hiinge the earth from a sphere to an 
llipse. 
This extra strain often acta 


upon the weak spots In the earth's 
rust, causing them to give way ami 
hus producing earthquakes or vol- 
anlc eruptions. . 
" 


"On Wednesday it happens that the 


planet Murs is nearest to the earth 
ind also almost directly in line with 
he earth, sun and moon, while Saturn 
s not far from the same line. 


"Jupiter, although far on the other 


side of the sun, also Is in a line with 
he earth. 
It is true that the effect 


if these planets Is much less than that 
of the eun and the moon, but when 
heir effect is added the strain will be 
;reater than usual. 


"Thus I consider that Tuesday, Wed- 


nesday and Thursday next will be dan- 
jerous. Possibly nothing special will 
occur, but this simply will mean that 
the earth has resisted the danger that 
nevertheless existed."
